in a circular which treats of the con­ 
servation of the forests, soil, water, 
and all the other great natural re­ 
sources, which ba9 just Ijeeu publish­ 
ed by the United States Forest Ser­ 
vice. 
Jn speaking further of tire con­ 
sum ption ot timber in this country, 
Mr Cleveland says: 
“ At this rate, in less th an thirty 
years all our remaining virgin timber 
will he cut. 
Meantime, the forests 
whiob have been cut over a re general 
iy in a bad way for want of care; 
they 
will 
produce 
only 
inferior 
second growth. 
We are clearly over 
the verge ot a timber famine. 
“ This Is not due to necessity, for 
the forests are oue of the renewable 
resources. 
Kiglitly used, they go ou 
producing crop after crop indotinite 
ly. 
The countries of Europe kuow 
this, and Japan knows it; 
and their 
forests are becoming witii t.iwe uot 
less, but more, productive. 
We pro­ 
bably still possess sufficient forest 
land to grow wood enough at home 
to supply our own needs. 
If we ate 
not blind, or willfully wasteful, we 
may yet preserve our torest independ­ 
ence and, with it, the fourtu of our 
great industries. 
“ Present 
wastes iu lum ber j3ro- 
duetiun are enormous. 
'Take the case 
ot yellow pine, which now [heads the 
list in the volume of annual cut. 
lu 
1507 it is estimated that only oue-Jtialf 
of all the yellow pine cut during the 
season was used, uud that the other 
half, amounting to 8.000,001) cords, 
was wasted. 
Such waste is typical 
K. A. Lung, iu his address on ‘forest 
conservation’ at the 
conference of 
governors last spriug, 
pointed out 
that 20 per cent of the yellow pine 
was sim ply left iu the woods—a waste 
which represents the timber growiug 
on 300,000 acres. 
“ The rest of the waste takes piace 
at tbu mill. 
Of course, 
it would 
never do to speak of the material r e­ 
jected at the mill as waste unless ibis 
material could be turned to use by 
some better and mure thorough form 
of utilization. 
But iu many cases we 
know, and in many other cases ive 
have excellent reason to believe, that 
mostj if uot 
all. of this material 
could be used with profit. 
It is sim­ 
ply a question of intelligent investi­ 
gation aud, mote than all, of having 
the wilt to ecouumize. 
“ H ut there are other ways to con­ 
serve the forests besides cuttin g iu 
half the present waste of forest pro 
ducta. 
The forests can be made to 
produce throe ot four times us rapid­ 
ly as they do at present. 
This in 
true of both the virgin forests aud 
the cut-over lauds. 
Virgin forests 
are often fully stocked with lirst- 
olass timber, but this stock has becu 
laid in very slowly, on auouut of the 
wasteful competition which is carried 
on ooustautly between the rival trees. 
Then, too, in the virgin forests there 
are very many trees which h u ie reach­ 
ed m aturity 
uud stopped growing, 
uud these occupy space which, if held 
by younger trees, would he laying in 
a new stock coustuutly. 
As regards 
the cut-over 
laud, severe cutting, 
followed by lire, lias checked growth 
so seriously that iu most cases repro­ 
duction is both poor and slow, while 
iu many cuses there is no tru e forest 
reproduction at ull at 
present, 
and 
there 
is 
but little 
bupo for 
t Ire 
future. ’ ’

Indian Burials. 
The Indian method of burial was to 
fasten a corpse upon cross sticks sup­ 
ported by poles in tlie ground or in the 
boughs of the treetops. 
Here the air 
and the elements silently disposed of 
the lifeless clay until in a year or so 
but little remained to bear evidence of 
a tomb, perhaps some broken sticks 
In the top and a few scattered bends 
or human bones beneath the burial 
place. 
I cannot conceive of anything 
more pitifully grewsome than an In­ 
dian burial ground of this type. 
I 
have seen them in the fall of the 
year, when the winds were shaking 
and swaying the platforms and wring­ 
ing the leafless trees, flaunting the 
burial rags like signals of distress from 
the dead and whistling through and 
over the whitening bones and neglect­ 
ed remains of those who had many a 
time withstood the tempest and storm 
when the breath of life stirred within 
them.—Army and Navy Life. 


The Pelican. 
The pelican is not an attractive bird, 
lie offends both the eye and the nose. 
But he Is connnendnbly regular in his 
habits. The parent birds catch fish and 
after eating their fill deposit the others 
in their pouches under their bills and 
carry them to their young. 
These 
pouches will bold from three to eight 
pounds of fish. They are elastic and 
when distended to their utmost nearly 
touch the ground. When empty, the 
pouch lies close up under the big hill 
and is merely a mass of wrinkles. It is 
this pouch that gives tlie pelican bis 
characteristic and disagreeable odor, 
caused by particles of decaying fish. 
The pelican's legs are short aud strong, 
and its feet have large webs. It is not 
a fast swimmer or a rapid flier, but it 
is practically tireless in both air and 
water. On land it is awkward aud un­ 
wieldy. 


How Frozen Insects Revive. 
Experiments In reviving frozen in­ 
sects by a naturalist show some sur­ 
prising results. A large cecropia moth, 
frozen iu the center of a snowball 
until it was perfectly brittle, revived 
in twenty seconds when hold near a 
stove. Several newly hatched io moths 
revived in a similar manner after being 
frozen stiff and then thawed out. Sim­ 
ilar experiments with ants, butterflies 
and house flies gave the same results. 
Hut the naturalist noticed that recent­ 
ly hatched insects resist cold better 
than older ones. 


The Organ. 
Like most important Inventions, that 
of the organ is veiled in mystery. Tlie 
invention of the organ has been attrib­ 
uted to Ctesibius, a barber of Alex­ 
andria. about 250 B. G\; also to the 
celebrated Archimedes, 220 B. C. 
It 
is certain that the organ was brought 
to Europe from the eastern or Greek 
empire and was applied to religious 
devotions in churches about A. D. 650. 
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Out of the Hymnbook. 
A minister, having given out his “no­ 
tices," was about to read his hymn 
when he was reminded of one notice 
tie had forgotten. 
Stopping, he made 
this announcement, apologizing for his 
forgetfulness. 
Then, 
much 
to the 
amusement of his audience, he began 
to line out the hymn as follows: 
“ Lord, what a thoughtless wretch 
am I?”—JudgeV Library.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
54 S square inilos. 
H lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and emnraces within its territory all 
th e diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The clim ate of the popu­ 
lous portions of Ibo county H as genial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population. Amador 
standi second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its ciimatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b u t for the residents of other parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below .'10 
degrees aoovo /.ero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more th a n a few hours. 
Of 
courso, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall is very 
h eavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
m er season is alway uccotnpaniod with 
cool nights; p erm itting oi sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Pogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T hu county,although 
rich in other sources of. wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her q u a rtz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. 
The K ennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
MOOf) feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater d epth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully «100,000000 to the world's 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this w ealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten miucs operating on what 
is called the “ m other lode.’’ stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance of twenty 
miles. 
The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
T he 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far iu excess of Ibo 
ground that has actually been worked 
o r prospected. 
T h e county offers to ­ 
cay one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere iu the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
th e m other lode, b u t also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some te n o r twelve miles from 
th e main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, jmurbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
ta lc — all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities —The agri- 
t literal possibilities equal, if not excel, 
t no mineral riches.

SOLDIERS IN BATTLE 


How Men Feel and Act With 
Death All About Them. 


THE STORY OF A PRIVATE. 


With 
the 
Beginning 
of 
the 
Fight 
Comes Fear, but That Soon Passes 
Away In the Eagerness For Killing. 
Varying Effects of Wounds. 


A narrative of the baltlc of Solferi­ 
no as told by a veteran survivor to 
Bobert 
Slincklcton appears in 
H ar­ 
per's. 
It Is, word for word, a chapter 
of history as seen by a man In tho 
ranks. 
Incidents which Impressed him 
are curious: 
"We baited, and a Tyrolese lying on 
the ground cried out: 
‘I am dying. 
Give me to drink.’ 
Whereat m y com­ 
panion stooped to oll'or him a flask, 
and as lie stooped the Tyrolese struck 
savagely a t him with Ills bayonet, but 
my companion jumped back, and it 
missed him, and he said, ‘You Tyro­ 
lese. you said you wanted a drink be­ 
fore you died, and now you shall die 
without the drink.’ 
And he stuck iiis 
bayonet through him as a boy would 
stick a pin through a fly. 
“The fighting soou began again, and 
it was very fierce. 
It was soon that 
we came to know that we were to cap­ 
ture a little village and the hills about 
the village. 
The village was named 
San Maritlno, and there were walled 
barns and gardens, and the Austrinus 
were very strong there. 
“The bursting of the shells w as very 
bad. 
Sometimes all of us close by 
would be thrown down and be cov­ 
ered w ith mud and earth, but m ost of 
us would jum p up again, not wounded, 
but alw ays there were sotne 
who 
would not jum p up again, because they 
were wounded or dead. 
“At the beginning of a battle a sol­ 
dier feels afraid. At the beginning of 
this battle I felt afraid, and I know 
that other men felt afraid, though it 
was not our first battle, and w e knew 
what it w as to lie tinder lire. 
“So it w as that at the beginning 
we commended ourselves; we felt like 
death, but soon that passed away, and 
we thought no more of death, b u t only 
of (lie killing of the Austrinus. 
“All around me men were killed. 
There were bends and arms blown off, 
and men flew 
into pieces 
like Hie 
smashing of a jug. 
But we did not 
care. 
W e thought nothin 
o f it. 
1 
do not know that wo ovm know we 
saw such things, but some o f them 
come to me as I sit with you an d talk 
of that long day. 
Wo did not notice, 
and we did not think th at'at an y mo­ 
ment we too might have our heads 
blown off or lie smashed into little 
pieces like the breaking of a jug. 
“Once, w hen we rushed over th e big 
guns aud killed the men w ho still 
fought w ith us, we turned fhe guns 
to lire on the Austrinus as they flew 
away, but they had driven bits of steel 
iuto the touchholes, and so we could 
not fire them. 
They were of a cour­ 
age, those Austrians. 
"Only once in all that battle did 1 
thiuk m uch of what I saw or heard, 
and that w as when there w as the 
terrible screaming of a captain who 
had his foot shot off. 
lie twisted and 
turned as he cried out, and it w as a 
very bad sound. 
But it is just as it 
ehauces. 
I saw many men who were 
hurst worse than that captain and 
many w ho were blown Into little bits, 
but I did not trouble about them. 
It 
is just if it chances so. 
“It is very often that a m an does 
not know th a t lie is hurt. I rem em ber 
that once there was a man n ear mo 
with a g rea t hole in his forehead, but 
he ran right on with us with his bay­ 
onet, and I thought, ‘He will fall dead.’ 
But after th a t I saw him no more, for 
there w as always the lighting. 
“The storm aud the blackness, they 
made of us a great mixing. 
Y'es: it 
was a very great tangling, for all lines 
were lost, and 1 know that sometimes 
Austrians 
struck at Austrians 
and 
sometimes Italians struck at Italians, 
for we w ere In a very great mixing 
and very fierce in the blackness of th at 
storm. 
“We were told to lie down aud sleep. 
So we lay down where we were, am ong 
the (lead and the wounded, am ong the 
Italians an d the Austrians. 
"And we slept. 
Yes; we were tired, 
for we had fought hard for ajl that 
long, long day, and on that bill th a t at 
last we had gained we slept, and we 
gave no heed to the dead men or the 
wounded. 
“The wounded they made very great 
cries, aud there were men sent to go 
among them with lights. 
Some were 
surgeons, and some were men to carry 
them to th e field hospitals. 
But the 
most of us we lay there and slept, and 
we were very tired, and we knew that 
with the morning there might L>e a n ­ 
other fight.”

Only a 
few could be got out to take notice 
of Hie retnrrs irom the big eastern 
states. The only excitement was over 
the 
supcrvisorship. 
when 
John 
Htrobm was receiving tho congratula­ 
tions u fh is . supporters and trieuds 
over his signal victory, and taking 
them around to a jubilee over f.lie 
outcome. 
As for tho presidential 
contest, 
tho very first telegraphic 
message was decisive of the rosult. 
If showed conclusively that the drift 
in New Y ork and the middlo west was 
strongly 
toward 
the 
republican 
ticket, 
and that settled it. 
The 
liryau local politiciutia lost all inter­ 
est in tho fight. 
They were down 
and out for the third time, and a 
more crestfallen combine could h a rd ­ 
ly lie imagined. They wended their 
disconsolate way homeward at an u n ­ 
usually early hour, considering the 
oocusioti. no doubi wondering whut 
new-fangled scheme could ho c o n ­ 
cocted in times to como by Bryan 
and democracy iu a fresh effort to 
fool the voters.

sirle there were uii oilttrusts of feel- 
iug. it was no more (ban they e x ­ 
pected, no more than they had a light, 
to expect from intelligent men e x ­ 
ercising the sacred right of suffrage 
fur the good of the nation.

FOES OF TH E LE V E E S . 


Sources of Danger to the Artificial 
Banks Along the Mississippi. 
“People who know little about our 
system of levees, the artificial banks 
built to confine the flood waters that 
pour into the Mississippi, no doubt 
imagine that the heavy rains are the 
only enemy with which the levees have 
to contend,” said a Baton Rouge man. 
“On the contrary, the levees, both 
during times of flood and low water, 
are subject to the incessant attacks of 
living foes, the destructive work of 
which costs millions of dollars. These 
foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin and 
crawfish. Of all these borrowers that 
prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chambers or tunnels, the 
crawfish do the most damage, with the 
turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators is 
comparatively small. 
"In 
repairing the hanks crawfish 
holes are often found of immense size. 
It is these hollow Spaces that in time 
of freshets cause a caving in and break 
of the levees, which of course bring 
on an inundation of all the adjacent 
country. The worst part of the busi­ 
ness is that no way of exterminating 
these pests has yet been found, and 
the only thing to be done is to try to 
keep them away from the bauks as 
much as possible.”—Baltimore Ameri­ 
ca u.

Mere Mechanical Skill. 
A patent cannot properly be grnnteil 
protecting the product of mere ine- 
ehnnlenl skill as distinguished from In­ 
vention. 
Difficulty Is frequently ex­ 
perienced 
Iu distinguishing between 
the I wo, and t.ho supreme test for de­ 
termining whether n particular device 
Is the result of mechanical skill Is not 
whether nn ordinary mechanic could 
make the device if It were suggested 
to him, but whether lie would make 
It without 
suggestions 
save 
those 
which are prompted by Ids skill nnd 
knowledge of ills nrt. 
For example, if n man constructs out 
of iron a machine which had previous­ 
ly been made out of wood lie does not 
thereby become tin Inventor In n legal 
sense, because everybody knows that 
any constructor cau build a machine 
out of iron instead of wood. 
But 
suppose that gunpowder had just re­ 
cently been discovered and that the 
man who invented it had applied for 
nnd obtained a patent upon It. 
He might have claimed, “I combine 
saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal in a 
certain way and produce a startling 
ri'sult.” and it would be no answer, if 
an 
action 
for 
infringement 
were 
brought, for tlie infringer to say that 
every chemist could malte the powder 
after he had been shown how. for, 
if every chemist did not have the 
knowledge as well as the skill, the 
originating of t ho powder constituted 
invention.—Exchange.

Iu Barbutu, South 
America, is a tree which, by piercing 
the trunk, produces milk, with which 
the inhabitants feed their children. 
In tlie interior of Africa is a tree 
which produces excellent butter. 
It 
resembles the American oak. and its 
fruit, from which the butter is pre­ 
pared. is not unlike tlie olive. 
Park, 
the great traveler, declared that the 
butter surpassed any made in Eng­ 
land from cow's 
milk. 
At Sierra 
Leone is the creaui fruit tree, the 
fruit of which is quite agreeable in 
taste. 
At Table Bay, near the Cape of Good 
Hope; is a small tree tlie berries of 
which make excellent caudles. 
It is 
also found in the Azores. 
The vege­ 
table tallow tree also grows iu Suma­ 
tra, in Algeria and in China. 
In the 
island of Chusnn large quantities of oil 
and tallow are extracted from its fruit, 
which is gathered in November or 
December, when the tree lias lost all 
its leaves. The bark of a tree in China 
produces a beautiful soap. 
Trees of 
the snpindus or soap berry order also 
grow in the north of Africa. They are 
amazingly prolific, and their rruit con­ 
tains about JS per cent of caponin.

WOMEN WERE SCARCE. 


A feminine Face Caused a Furore In 
California's Early Days. 
There were fe w women In the Cali­ 
fornia mining cam ps in the old days, 
and the advent o f an emigrant wagon 
widi a woman in it mused n furore, 
as Is proved by the following Incident 
from tiie reminiscences of former Sen- 
ntnr SV 111 In in 
M. 
Stewart: 
" Women 
wi re so scarce In California at Unit 
time that lids w as siillicient to arouse 
the whole camp, 
The 'boys.' as we 
wore c a l l e d , were scattered along the 
coyote diggings for a di .¡atice of about 
four miles, and when anything unusual 
happened the words, 'Dll. Joe!' would 
be |M -cd along the whole line. When 
I 
■:»' the fem inine raiment I raised 
tlii' usual alarm. 'Oil, Joe!' and this 
call 'd tin- attention of the miners on 
Bmkeye hills, 
where ! 
was. to the 
clothesline which 
lind attracted 
my 
notice. 
They gathered around on 'lie 
hill, nearly surrounding the covered 
wagon aud its contents. 
The rush of 
the hoys in the Immediate vicinity to 
see the wonderful sight attracted those 
furlluM’ away, and in less than ten mill 
ntes two or three thousand young men 
were anxiously watching the wagon, 
clothesline 
and 
fascinating 
lingerie. 
In alarm the man that belonged to the 
woman inside stuck Ills head out of a 
small tent beside the wagon. 
1 as­ 
sured him that no liarm was intended, 
but that we wore very anxious to see 
the lady who w as the owner of the 
clothes. 
This aroused her curiosity 
suiiiciontly to induce her to pull the 
curtain of the tent aside so that her 
face could lie discovered, hut riot fully 
seen. 
"I then 
proposed that w e make a do­ 
nation to the first lady that had hon­ 
ored our 
camp with a visit. 
1 took 
from my camp a buckskin bag. 
used 
for the purpose o f carrying gold, aud 
invited the boys to contribute. 
They 
came forward 
with great eagerness 
and poured out of their sacks gold 
dust amounting to between $2,000 and 
$i>.000. 
i then proposed to appoint a 
committee to w ait ou the lady and 
present it. 
T h e motion was unani­ 
mously carried, and one of tho gentle­ 
men appointed on the committee sug­ 
gested myself a s chairman. 
I took the 
sack of gold and went within about 
thirty feet of the tent aud made as 
good a speech as I could to induce the 
lady to come out. assuring her that 
all lhe men about her were geutiemen, 
that they had seen no ladies for so 
many months and that the presence 
ot one reminded them of their mothers 
and sweethearts at home. 
I told her 
that lhe hag o f gold was hers on con- 
dltiou that she would -come out and 
claim It. 
Her husband urged her to 
bo brave, but when she finally ven­ 
tured out about halfway the cheers 
were so vociferous that she was scared 
and ran back. 
“She repeated this performance sev­ 
eral times, and I kept moving slowly 
back far enough to get her away from 
the little tent so the boys could have 
a good view o f her. 
1 suppose half an 
hour was occupied with her running 
back and forth w hile the hoys looked 
on In admiration, when I finally gave 
her the hag. with all lhe good wishes 
of Die camp. 
She grabbed it and ran 
into the teut like a rabbit. 
The next 
morning the wagon, oxen, man and 
owner of the Inspiring apparel wore 
gone, and we never heard of them In 
after life.”

EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


THE NATIONAL ELECTION. 


The result of Tuesday’s election must be exceedingly grati­ 
fying, not only to the republican party, but to the solid com­ 
mercial interests throughout the country. 
The democratic 
campaign under Bryan was waged along absolutely imprac­ 
ticable lines. 
He posed as the special champion of the work­ 
ing classes, thinking to capture their votes— knowing that 
they had enough to elect— by the promise of good times for 
them, and hard times for the big employers. 
But the labor­ 
in g men refused to be fooled by such impossible notions. Bry­ 
an made the fatal mistake of trying to hoodwink the level- 
est headed workingmen in the world, with the assistance of 
a few labor union agitators, who imagined they could do a 
whole lot in swinging the voters to their way of thinking. 
A few hidebound politicians of the democracy really believed 
Brvan had a good shown to win, and staked their money on 
the event, and lost, as they deserved to lose in such an 
issue. 
But the ballots show a tremendous landside for the repub­ 
licans. 
Taft is elected by majorities almost rivaling the vote 
for Roosevelt four years ago. 
He has swept the following 
states, California, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, In ­ 
diana, Iowa. Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, M in­ 
nesota, Montana, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, W ashington, West Virginia, 
W iscousiu and W yoming, with 301 electoral votes, with the 
two southern states of M aryland and M issouri still in doubt. 
The official count may yet place these two states, with their 
26 votes, in the republican column. 
Bryan has only 153 
votes. 
He carried only Nebraska, Colorado, and Nevada, 
outside of the south, and the two last named states are still 
debateable, owing to the close vote. 
Congress is strongly re­ 
publican in both branches. 
California sends eight republi­ 
cans to congress, and gives So,000 plurality for Taft. 
The 
democratic party is not only defeated, but utterly routed— 
bankrupt alike in principles and in votes. 
It has gone to 
pieces 011 the rocks of Bryanisni.
